CRIME’S FALLING

C RIME in Hackney 
has fallen by 
almost 40 per cent 
in the last five years 
- the second biggest 
improvement in London. 

That means there were 
over 10,000 fewer victims 
of crime in Hackney last 
year than five years ago. 

However, neither the 
police nor the Council are 
complacent and recognise 
that more needs to be done 
to make people feel safer. 


The British Crime 
Survey results released by 
the Home Office cover 
crimes such as assault, 
robbery, burglary, car 
crime, criminal damage 
and bike theft. 

This follows news that 
youth crime in Hackney 
has fallen by 10 per cent, 
and knife crime in the 
borough has been reduced 
by 17 per cent. Cllr Alan 
Laing, the Council’s 
Cabinet Member for 
Neighbourhoods, said: 
“While the figures show 
that offences like knife and 
youth crime are down 
significantly, we know 


there is a lot more work to 
be done in reassuring 
young people and residents 
generally that the streets of 
Hackney are safer. 

“The reality remains for 
young people that if you 
are involved in gangs, or 
are linked to other people 
who are involved in gangs, 
then you are more likely to 
be a victim of crime. 

“As a Council, we’re 
determined to listen to the 
concerns of the community 
and to respond; to help 
families who are vulnerable 
and protect those who 
come forward; and to help 
the police bring those 


responsible for serious 
crimes to court, as 
happened recently to the 
killers of Shaquille Smith.” 

Confidence in the police 
in Hackney has also risen, 
with almost seven out of 10 
people saying they have 
confidence in the service - 
more than the London 
average. Acting Borough 
Commander 

Superintendent Mark Bird, 
of Hackney Police, said: 
“The streets are getting 
safer thanks to the hard 
work of police, our partners 
and residents’ vigilance. By 
listening to the views of the 
community and tackling 


those issues which are 
important to them, we are 
also improving confidence 
in the police, ensuring more 
people come forward to 
report crimes, and more 
witnesses come forward, 
which results in successful 
convictions.”

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We must beat 
crime together 


EVERY crime is one crime too many. But as well as reducing 
crime we need to reduce the fear of crime. That’s why when 
talking to residents about crime in Hackney I often mention that 
behind the headline-grabbing cases, crime has actually been 
falling for a number of years. 


I am all too well aware that this will be of little comfort to anyone 
who has been a victim of crime. But that does not mean that it 
isn’t important to ensure that everyone knows the truth about 
crime in Hackney - be that Hackney residents, businesses who 
are thinking of locating in Hackney creating jobs in the borough, 
perhaps re-opening shops, or the media that perpetuate 
outdated stereotypes. 

And the truth is that crime in 
Hackney is falling faster than just 
about anywhere else in London, 
with over 1 ,000 fewer car crimes, 

500 fewer violent crimes and 200 
fewer robberies in the past year 
than in the previous 1 2 months. 

In fact, last year there were 
1 0,000 fewer victims of crime in 
Hackney than there were five 
years ago. 

But too many of our communities know all too well how painful 
crime can be, and - whilst the Council and the police will 
continue to work together to make the borough a safer place - 
we all must do our bit to drive out crime altogether. We must all 
get the message across to young people that carrying a knife is 
never acceptable, nor is it wise to hang around with those that 
do. It makes you less safe and lands you with a lengthy prison 
sentence, as will happen to the six young men found guilty of 
murdering Shaquille Smith. This shows that even if you are not 
carrying the knife yourself, you will still be punished for being 
part of the gang. 



We also need to be clear about the kind of behaviour that is and 
is not acceptable - a recent case involved a 1 3-year-old 
wandering the streets at midnight. No responsible parent or 
guardian can think allowing such a thing is acceptable. All 
members of the community must question this sort of behaviour 
and if they cannot deal with it alone they should seek support 
from the many services that are there to help. The Council will 
continue to work with the Police to make the borough safer, but 
everyone needs to play their part.

Cllr Alan Laing, the 
Council’s Cabinet Member 
for Neighbourhoods, said:

Making sure Blue Badge holders 
don’t fall foul of fraudsters

THE arrival of a team of 
highly-visible mounted 
police officers has been 
applauded by businesses. 

Operation Empath was 
launched on 4 May, because of 
concerns about anti-social 
behaviour in Mare Street and 
The NarrrowWay. 


Homerton’s Safer 
Neighbourhoods Team decided 
to call on their colleagues on 
horseback to safeguard the 
area and reduce fear of crime. 
Extra support is also on hand 
from the Transport Operational 
Command Unit and other local 
officers. 

Inspector Andy Walker, from the 
Safer Neighbourhoods Team, 
said: “To achieve the same 


impact as two mounted 
officers, evidence suggests that 
we would need three or four 
times that number of foot 
officers.” 

Traders have reported a 
noticeable reduction in 
shoplifting and an improved 
sense of safety in the area. 

They singled out the mounted 
officers as a particularly 
reassuring presence. 


PC Paul Copeland from the 
Mounted Branch said: “These 
operations demonstrate what 
mounted officers do best- 
reduce crime and fear of 
crime. 

“We find that people from all 
areas of the community will 
approach us and chat.” 

The operation continues and 
will be reviewed throughout the 
summer. 


Gang guilty of 
teenager’s murder 

A GANG of six youths have been 
found guilty of murdering teenager 
Shaquille Smith on 31 August last 
year. 

Shaquille, 1 4, was with his sister, 

1 6, and an 1 8-year-old friend in the 
park at St Thomas’s Place, E9, 
when the group struck shortly 
before 1 1 ,45pm. Shaquille was 
punched and kicked, and then stabbed. He was taken to the 
Royal London Hospital but died on 31 August from a single 
stab wound to the abdomen. 

George Amponsah, 18, Godiowe Dufeal, 20, Amisi Khama, 

1 8, a 1 6-year-old boy, and two 1 7-year-old boys, all from 
Hackney, were convicted of murder. All six will be sentenced 
at the Old Bailey on 10 July. 

Senior Investigating Officer Detective Chief Inspector Carl 
Mehta, of the Homicide and Serious Crime Command said: 
“Shaquille was a totally innocent young boy with no 
connection to any gang. Those who knew him describe him 
as a kind, caring and considerate boy and an excellent 
sportsman who had a great future ahead of him.” 


Cracking down on drugs 


Beating badge cheats

HE Council has a 
new anti-fraud 
team to crack down 
on people who 
abuse the Blue Badge 
disabled parking scheme. 


It is estimated that one in 
200 badges are stolen from 
vehicles every year. 

The Hackney Blue Badge 
Fraud Team will be out 
and about from 1 July, 
monitoring misuse. 
Offenders can face a fine 
of up to £1,000, or even 
imprisonment for more 
serious offences. 


Before 2005, 60 per cent 
of car break-ins in Hackney 
were to steal Blue Badges. 
This has dropped 
dramatically since the 
introduction of the free 
Companion Badge, which 
is specific to one vehicle. 
The Council urges all Blue 
Badge-holders to apply for 
a Companion Badge, which 


will also allow them to 
park in more places. Cllr 
Alan Laing, the Council’s 
Cabinet member for 
Neighbourhoods, said: 
“Disabled people have told 
us that they want something 
done about fraud and 
misuse, which makes it 
harder for them to go about 
their daily life. A Blue Badge 
is a privilege that shouldn’t 
be abused. When it is, we 
will take action.” 

The Council is sending a 
leaflet explaining the 
scheme to every Blue 
Badge holder in Hackney. 
It outlines the rules, and 
suggests ways to avoid 
your badge being used 
fraudulently.

OFFICERS from Hackney Police’s drugs squad have charged 
1 5 people following an operation targeting drug dealers in 
the borough. 

During Operation Dominix, the squad, which receives funding 
from the Council, spent 32 days over three months in various 
locations in Hackney. Test purchases saw them able to buy 
class A drugs on 1 1 5 occasions. 

During the arrest phase, which took place during National 
Tackling Drugs Week from 8-1 2 June, 1 2 warrants were 
executed and 1 6 targets were arrested, along with a further 
two people who were not connected with the initial operation. 
1 5 people were charged with over 60 offences connected to 
the supply of class A drugs. DS Jodie Tuff, of the squad, said: 
“This operation has been a success and has resulted in a 
large number of arrests which will have a positive and real 
impact for residents, businesses and visitors.” 

All those charged appeared at Thames Magistrates Court or 
Thames Youth Court on June 9 and 1 0, and have been 
remanded in custody. 

Fined for underage tobacco sale 

THE owners of a Shoreditch bar have been prosecuted for 
selling cigarettes to a 1 5-year-old, after an investigation by 
the Council’s Trading Standards department. 

f Barworks (Hoxton) Ltd, owners of the Hoxton Bar and 
I Kitchen in Hoxton Square, N1 , pleaded guilty at Thames 
Magistrates Court on 2 June. The company was fined 
£800, with costs of £1 ,069. 

The bar was caught through a test purchase, when a boy 
' ■ was able to buy a packet of cigarettes.The Council 
encourages bars and shops to use Challenge 21 - 
automatically asking customers appearing 21 or younger 
to show photographic identification proving their age.

AN exhibition exploring the past, 
present and future of the East 
London Line is on display at 
Hackney Museum. 

During the construction of the 
East London Line extension, 
Transport for London (TfL) has 
worked with archaeologists 
from the Museum of London, 
who excavated parts of the 
route.

All your recycling 
questions answered 



Q: I have been using 
compostable liners in my 
blue bin since they have 
been available at shops in 
Hackney. I have noticed 
similar liners in the 
supermarket. Can I use 
these? 

A: All food waste collected from 
households in the borough is delivered to a composting site 
operated by London Waste in Edmonton, North London. In 
2007/8 1 05 tonnes of this compost was delivered back to 
Hackney and used in parks, green spaces, schools and 
allotments across the borough. 

London Waste has recently allowed the use of any 
compostable liner bearing the European Standard 
compostable symbol (pictured). As long as the liners you buy 
have this symbol, you can use them to line your blue bin. 

Any blue bins lined with plastic bags will not be collected. 
This is because if loads containing plastic or other materials 
are collected, the entire load could be rejected at the 
composting facility, meaning everyone’s efforts go to waste.

E IGHT new vehicles 
have been 
introduced to 
Hackney’s waste 
services in an effort to 
provide a fleets with 
among the cleanest 
emissions in the capital. 

The two 12-tonne 
compact refuse collection 
trucks, five road sweepers 


and a street washer were 
the first of 20 new vehicles 
to be delivered as part of 
the Council’s ongoing 
investment in the fleet.

The next step is to 
operate more vehicles on 
biodiesel fuels from 
sustainable sources. It is 
also looking into the 
possibility of introducing 
electrically-powered 
rubbish collection vehicles. 



Bottles bank up water for Africa 


HACKNEY is the first 
council in London to fund 
the installation of a water 
pump in southern rural 
Africa through buying 
charity water. 

The ‘elephant pump’ is 
being built in the village of 
Mthwalo, in Malawi, to 
provide a constant supply 
of clean water. 

The Council has been 
buying water in bottles - 


recycled after use - from 
charity Thirsty Planet for 
the last three years. 

Thirsty Planet donates 
funds from sales to partner 
charity Pump Aid, which 
works with communities 
in southern Africa. 

The Council has bought 
enough bottles to reach the 
£250 required to install a 
pump, and is on its way to 
a second. 


Cllr Sophie Linden, 
Cabinet Member for 
Sustainability, said: “The 
Council is committed to 
sustainability, not only in 
the borough, but also in 
the way the Council is 
run. 

“This is an example of 
what can be done when 
organisations choose to 
buy goods from 
responsible sources.”

THE significance of cartographic language 
is being highlighted in an exhibition 
focusing on the way we interact with maps 
and how it can deepen our understanding 
of identity. 

For Mapping The Creative Process, 
students from Hackney Community 
College worked alongside artists Gayle 
Chong Kwan and Agnes Poitevin-Navarre 
in a week-long project that explored two 
different ways maps can affect the inter- 
twinning of creative ideas and 
methodologies. 


The project hopes to explore the political, 
emotional and cultural significance of the 
space we inhabit, in light of the reliance of 
physical world mapping most evident in 
satellite tracking and imagery. 

At the outset of the project Agnes focused 
on the graphic and visual strategies of 
mapping the creative processes and how 
shared experiences and memories can 
affect narrative.

Fighting hepatitis 


THREE pharmacies in Hackney 
are leading the way in the fight 
against the hepatitis. 

Kingsland, Haggerston and 
Finstead pharmacies have joined 
forces with NHS City and 
Hackney and The Hepatitis C 
Trust to be the first to provide 
on-demand testing for these 
cancer-causing viruses. 

Hackney is one of only five 
areas nationwide taking part in 
the pilot project. Testing for 
hepatitis B and C infection will be 
on offer until 30 November. 

Pharmacists will advise 
customers on the pros and cons of 
testing; take a simple blood test; 
and give them their results. Those 
who test positive for either virus 
will be referred to their GP. 


Rod Watson, from NHS City 
and Hackney, said: “This new 
testing programme will help us get 
people into treatment services 
more quickly, and prevent the 
spread of these viruses in our 
community.” 

Mukhtar Manji, pharmacist 
from Kingsland Pharmacy, said: 

“I am delighted to be one of the 
first pharmacies offering free, 
on-demand hepatitis tests. People 
will find accessing confidential 
hepatitis testing as easy as buying 
a tube of toothpaste.”

A centre of excellence 

A SERVICE that gives health advice and 
support to young people in Hackney has been 
praised for being ‘an area of best practice in 
England’. 

NHS City and Hackney’s service for 1 1 -1 9-year- 
olds, CHYPS Plus, is based at Lower Clapton 
Health Centre, in Lower Clapton Road. The results of a 
national independent review of 
teenage health projects by the 
Institute of Education’s Social 
Science Research Unit reported ‘high 
levels of satisfaction’ among centre users.

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Nursery story

T HIS year sees the 250th 
anniversary of the 
founding of the famous 
Kew Gardens in west 
London. But east London once 
also had a celebrated 
horticultural nursery here in 
Hackney, though today almost 
all traces of it have disappeared. 

Joachim Conrad Loddiges 
(cl738-1826) was born in 
Germany, the son of Casper 
Vuchant Lochlies. Casper was 
gardener to the Elector of 
Hanover, who was also King 
George II of England. Young 
Conrad worked with his father as 
an apprentice gardener, and then 
in 1758 travelled to Haarlem in 
Holland. The Seven Years War 
meant he needed a travel permit to 
guarantee safe passage, and this 
grand document, granted by the 
French Army, still survives in 
Hackney Archives. 

In Haarlem, Conrad met Dr John 
Sylvester, an army physician now 


remembered by 
Sylvester Road, 

E8, who was 
preparing to move 
to a small estate in 
Hackney on the 
west side of Mare 
Street. 

Sylvester wanted his 
new gardens to be improved, 
and invited his young German 
friend to become his gardener. 

It was probably at this time 
that Conrad Lochlies 
Anglicised his name to Conrad 
Loddiges. 

While in Holland Conrad 
seems to have acquired the 
seeds of a plant never before 
grown in England. He sowed 
these in Dr Sylvester’s garden - 
the first examples of the now 
well-known common mauve 
rhododendron (Rhododendron 
ponticum). 

Conrad stayed in charge of the 
gardens until January 1770 when, a 
month after marrying Sara Aldous, 
he wrote to Dr Sylvester asking for 
advice on setting up his own seed- 
selling business. 
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By 1775 Conrad 
had established 
himself in a small 
shop, with a tiny 
nursery ground at 
the rear of the 
premises, on the 
west side of Mare 
Street, on the corner 
of London Lane. 

He started issuing printed 
catalogues, a rarity at the time 
and even more unusual for 
being not only in English but 
also German and Latin. He is 
also credited with introducing 
edible rhubarb to Britain, 
something supposed to have 
been tasted for the first time at 
one of Hackney’s many girls’ 
schools. 

Conrad’s business was a 
success and he soon leased more 
land in Mare Street. One of these 
parcels of land was where the old

Elizabethan mansion of 
Barber’s Barn stood. Conrad let the 
building out to a schoolmaster for a 
short period, but later demolished it 
and used the site to build his 
greenhouses, lay out a single 
nursery, and build himself a modest 
new house as well as building 
Loddiges Place, a tree-lined terrace 
of four houses on Mare Street 
between Darnley and Devonshire 
(now Brenthouse) Roads.

Ray manages more than 40 
staff, including three team 
managers, learning and 
development managers, and 


the HSC resource team. 

“The HSC is a busy office, 
responding to more than 
1 ,400 calls a day. My team 
are constantly learning, and 
reviewing Council services to 
ensure we provide residents 
with the most up-to-date 
information,” he says. 

What is the best part of the 
job? “It is rewarding to go 
home of an evening and 
know that I have made a 
difference in someone’s life 
- whether it was providing a 
resident with information 
they were unaware of, or 
helping a homeless person 
find accommodation.”

I F you need information 
about the borough’s 
services, then the 
Hackney Service 
Centre (HSC) should be 
your first point of contact. 

As the main contact 
point for the Council, the 
HSC can provide 
information to residents 
across 26 service areas, 
ranging from parking, 
waste and recycling, to 
library services, 
homelessness, noise 
management and anti- 
social behaviour. 

Residents can pay for 
Council Tax, parking 
permits and fines, and the 
HSC can also send forms 


out to residents who want 
to apply for housing. 

Recently, the HSC 
expanded services even 
further to cover carers, who 
can now call the centre to 
find out what benefits they 
are entitled to, book 
assessments, and get advice. 

The HSC responds to 
35,000 calls and 3,000 
e-mail enquiries a month. 
Its staff also offer an 
extensive translation 
service, covering 61 
languages, including 
British Sign Language. 

During office hours, 
callers to the HSC will 
always be able to speak to 
a real person, rather than 
an automated service. The 
team aims to answer 
questions on the spot, and 
will only transfer calls as a 
final resort. 


People considering a 
career change should keep 
the HSC in mind. The 
team aims to recruit from 


the local community, and 
hopes to be advertising 
soon at job centres in the 
borough.

“Because they are low on the food chain they are efficient feeders 
and don’t contain the kind of harmful metal build-up you associate 
with larger fish. I’ll be doing some specials on the barbecue on the 
terrace later in the summer ,but we’re lucky enough to have a griddle 
in the kitchen here at the Waterhouse. So, whatever the weather, our 
little spot by the canal can promise the magic of a day by the sea.”
